Texas Animal Health to m m ission, \u stin , h.m given 
official notice to Comanche County live^tockmen that 
the quarantine against movement of livestock troni 
a wide sector in 
the county’s southeast-southurest 
area, wae lifted at midnight Septem ber 13. 
The sec­ 
tor went under animal movement restriction in mid- 
August as the result of an outbreak of anthrax. 


In a m essage to Sheriff Belve Bean, through 
whose office the Texas Animal Health Comm ission 
officials have been working, Dr. flarrett said all ani­ 
mal deaths hereafter should be reported to local vet­ 
erinarians. Dr. I »arrett authorized quarantine on the 
individual prem ises where an animal death occurs. 


Dr. Garrett expressed his departm ent’s thanks 
to Comanehe Countians for their cooperative efforts 
in vaccinating livestock against anthrax, and their 
efforts to control the disease in restricted movement.
